‘he attempted to induce persons to be- 
come subscribers to stock in the asso- 
ciation and to become depositors upon 
‘representations that he knew to be 
false, 

It was alleged he converted deposits 
to the use of himself, business asso- 
lciates and relatives.

LEGISLATURE BECOMES 
EXECUTIVE INSTRUMENT 


DETROIT, Oct. 13.—(AP)—The 


Tonight I am going to discuss the 
threat of the present administration 
to our American form of govern- 
ment. I am going to discuss it in 
terms of the rights and opportuni- 
ties secured to us as citizens by 
the constitution of the United 
States. 

Make no mistake about it: This 
threat to our form of government is 
& major issue in this campaign. It 
is time to bring it out into the 
open. 

We live in a world in which hu- 
man liberties are falling. In nation 
after nation ideals of democracy 
have been swept away. 

In every case, the process of de- 
struction follows the same pattern. 
First, the executive sets himself up 
as a popular leader, and in the name 
of national emergency asks that ad- 
ditional authority be given to him. 


Then, the legislature gradually 
yields more and more power to the 
executive, until the legislature be- 
comes a mere instrument of the ex- 
ecutive. 

Finally, the courts of law are un- 
dermined, and the judiciary ceases 
to be a protection for the people. 

When this final stage is reached— 
when the independence of the courts 
is destroyed—the rights and liber- 
ties of the people are gone.

DISCIPLES OF CHRIST 
ARE LOSING CHURCHES 


KANSAS CITY, Oct. 15.—(/)— 
An “appalling’’ decline in the num- 
her of country churches is threat- 
ening existence of the entire denomi- 
nation of the Disciples of Christ, the 
church convention was told here to- 
day. 

Citing statistics that 1,000 rural 
congregations are distintegrating ev- 
ery decade, Professor E. C. Cameron, 
sociologist from Butler University, 
Indianapolis, warned “if we are to 
have city churches, we must main- 
tain membership recruiting stations 
in the country in the shape of our 
rural churches.” 

The Disciples

congregations, “but now list only

They produce some excellent football teams in the south- 
west. 

And Ray Morrison, who has that system at Vanderbilt, him- 
self has an excellent team. 

But the fundamental weakness of that type football, 
as demonstrated by results, is that it never seems to 
have any power or scoring punch from short distances. 

It essentially is a scoring game, relying on the theory 

that the best defense is a good offense. 

It is spectacular, it is interesting, it wins some games; and | 
if it ever gets started against a team it may make a good team | 
look bad. But the lack of punch and the reliance on razzle- 
dazzle stuff never permits a consistent season. 

Morrison, for instance, lost 17 games in his last five 
years at S. M. U. Last year he lost three in his first 
year at Vanderbilt and this year has lost one. 

Matty Bell, who succeeded Morrison at S. M. U. last year, 
had the best team ever seen in the southwest. In the Rose 
Bowl game its aerial circus stuff was nullified by a rush line 
and S. M. U. lost to what essentially was the same team Ala- 
bama had defeated the vear betore. 

This year S. M. U. put on a great show in the Fordham 
game; did all the gaining and none of the scoring. It is true 
an intercepted pass beat the Mustangs.

The Southwestern teams will get going one week 
and beat a good team. And the next week lose to one 
not as good. 

That seems to be the general estimate of the Southwestern 
system of football. Morrison has enough to beat Georgia Tech, 
and mav do it. He will, for instance, if the Tech team should 
go in flat and not be on their toes against his system of play.

PUEBLO, Col., Monday.—Last night officials of the Union Pacific 
railroad sent me a birthday cake. It was good to look at, good’to eat 
and large enough, not only for our own party, but for everyone else 
on the train to share in.

Financial quarters were inclined to 
see in the gold shipping agreement 
between the United States, Great Brit- 
ain and France another step toward 
international currency _ stabilization 
and a consequent breaking down of 
world trade barriers. 

While it was generally believed in 
banking circles America stands to lose 
some of her huge gold hoard under 
the new arrangement, it was felt this 
would be highly constructive in the 
long run.

Issuing of 29 notices against the 
October position depressed this opin- 
tion at the start of trading when 
they were allowed to circulate and 
were not immediately stopped.
